In 1952 the FAO Library was officially 
opened in Rome and named the David Lubin 
Memorial Library in recognition of David 
Lubin who ideated the foundation of the

When FAO was founded in 1 945, it 
became the custodian of the IIA, inheriting 
a collection of half a million volumes 
from its library, one of the most important 
agricultural collections in the world.
